Santiago:- ‘.‘It i.s now beyond doubt that, in 
1831,-several barrels, containing a sum of 
18,000,000 francs in g'lld, w e r e buried in 
the district of Larrano, near Santiago. 
Two hundred.! French soldiers rotrenting 
from Vigo, and being afraid to enter Santi­ 
ago, encampeu in.the neiglihorliood of the 
city, where sixty of them, having dug a 
trench ten .feet deep, di'posiled in it the bar. 
rels by order of thoircominan-ter. 
During 
the oppcration, one of the barrels was bro. 
ken, and it was then the .soldiers ¡lercei.ved 
what they vvere liurving, iri.sii ad of am- 
mijitiliun, as they had been told. 
Military 
discipline, however, prevented them from 
satisfying their secret de.sires. and they 
were unable in do so later, as tliey sli-irlly 
rot It rtied to France, and vvt-re niarcliod to 
Russia.

T hc coinmaiKlor-iii-cIicif o f ilic Ameri­ 
can forces was then encamped at the 'Val- 
ley Forge, suficring froin cold, hunger and 
the inclem ency of the season.— The Brit­ 
ish rolled iiv plenty, and spent their days 
in feasting, their niglit.s in halls, riots and 
dissipation; thus resting in supposed secii- 
i-ity, while the 
American olieiftian was 
planning a triode for their final extirpation. 
A poor woman with six sm all children, 
whose husband was at the V alley Forge, 
had made frequent application.s for a pass. 
Engagem ents rendered it impossible for her 
jcruel.tormentors to give her .one.

' ed desperate from disappointment, and the
